This question seems to have been de­ 
finitely settled, however, by our Su­ 
preme Court in the case of State, ex 
rel City of Memphis vs. 
Hackman. 
273 Mo. 670, 202 S. W. 7, in which 
sim ilar incomplete books w ere pass­ 
ed on and the Supreme Court en banc 
held that the mere failure of an elec­ 
tion official to complete the books did 
not in any wise affect the validity oi 
the election. 
The same court in the 
later case of State, ex rel Wahl 
vs. 
Speer, 223 S. W. 655, 284 Mo. 45, ap 
proved in 
principle 
the 
Hackman 
case.

The City Council in adjourned ses­ 
sion Monday evening 
heard 
recom­ 
mendation of Special Attorney H. C. 
Blanton, City Attorney Roger Bailey 
and Mayor Fuchs, on the validity of 
the Municipal Light and Power Bond 
Issue and submitted 
the 
following 
report, which was unanimously 
ac­ 
cepted: 
April 21, 1930. 
To the Mayor and City Council, 
City of Sikeston, 
Sikeston, Missouri. 
Gentlemen: 
Pursuant to your request, the un­ 
dersigned Committee has looked into 
the matter of the recent bond election 
relative to the erection of a munici­ 
pal plant, and begs leave to submit 
the following suggestions. 
There has been some question rais­ 
ed as to the validity of the return of 
the judges and clerks of the election 
in the different wards, due 
to 
the 
failure to complete the 
poll 
books. 
This question seems to have been de­ 
finitely settled, however, by our Su­ 
preme Court in the case of State, ex 
rel City of Memphis vs. 
Hackman. 
273 Mo. 670. 202 S. W. 7, in which 
similar incomplete books were pass­ 
ed on and the Supreme Court en banc 
held that the mere failure of an elec­ 
tion official to complete the books did 
not in any wise affect the validity of 
the election. 
The same court in the 
later case of State, ex rel Wahl 
vs. 
Speer, 223 S. W. 665, 284 Mo. 45, ap­ 
proved in 
principle 
the 
Hackman 
case. 
It has also 
been 
suggested 
that 
there were 1886 voters who present­ 
ed themselves at the polls where not 
only the special bond issue was being 
voted upon, but the school election 
and general city election were held at 
the same time, but that 
only 
1767 
votes were cast at the same time on 
the special band election, 1240 being 
in favor of the light plant and 517 be­ 
ing opposed thereto. 
They contend 
that two-thirds of the voters did not 
therefore, vote in favor of the propo­ 
sition. 
The law governing this election is 
found in Section 8808 if the Session 
Acts of Mo. 1921, 1st Extra Session, 
and in Section 8659, Page 318 of the 
Session Acts of 1927. 
In the case of 
State, ex rel Kansas City vs. Orear, 
210 S. W. 392, 277 Mo. 303, the Su­ 
preme Court en banc held in 
con­ 
struing a statute very similar to the 
statute governing this bond election 
that the law only required that two- 
thirds of the voters voting on 
the 
proposition in question had to 
vote 
therefor, and that the mere fact that 
voters voting at the same election for 
city officials did 
not 
vote 
thereon 
would not be taken into consideration. 
To the same effect in 
the 
case 
of 
Franklin vs. Hume District, 197 S 
W. 345, 271 Mo. 585. 
It is true that in construing other 
sections of the statute that the Su­ 
preme Court has 
on occasion 
held 
that 
a proposition 
required 
two- 
thirds of the legal voters of the dis­ 
trict, but as stated by the Court in 
the case of State, ex inf Ewing 
vs. 
School District, 274 S. W. 1973, each 
case depends upon the phraseology of 
the statute construed. 
In our opinion, therefore, the bond 
issue has carried. 
In case the validity of this election 
is in any wise 
attacked, 
the 
City 
Council has, in our opinion, two ways 
of handling the matter, 
either 
by 
filing a mandamus suit to require the 
State Auditor to register the 
bonds 
as has been suggested by Benjamin 
H. Charles, of St. Louis, Missouri, an 
attorney whose judgment on munici- 
pal bond issues in this State is gen­ 
erally accepted by everyone, 
which 
opinion of the 
said 
Benjamin 
H. 
Charles is attached hereto and made 
a part of this report, or the Council 
can proceed to sell the bonds, 
and 
then if the validity is in any wise at> 
tacked or registration refused, 
can 
proceed with the mandamus proceed­ 
ing. 
Possibly the latter course would 
be preferred, due to the fact the*, it 
could be brought after the attorney 
for the prospective purchaser passes 
on the validity of the 
issue 
and to 
meet any objections that he 
might 
see At to raise thereto. Whereas, 
if 
the first course were pursued, 
some 
objections to us 
unknown 
at 
this 
time may be raised, which would re­ 
quire a second suit or otherwise de­ 
lay the matter. 
There would be no undue delay, if 
the second course is followed by pro­ 
ceedings filed in our local 
courts to 
restrain the sale of the bonds or at­

Boney vs. Sims, 263 S. W. 312; State, 
ex rel vs. Hackman, 267 S. W. 608, 
that the pendency of any suit in 
a 
local court would not prevent the fil­ 
ing on the part of the city of man- 
damnua proceedings to compel 
the 
State Auditor to register the bonds. 
In order, therefore, to expedite the 
matter, your 
committee 
suggests 
that the City 
Attorney 
and 
some 
representative of the Board go to St 
Louis to meet the prospective 
bond( 
buyers, as well as notifying by mail 
bond buyers in other cities of 
the 
contemplated sale of said bonds and 
to receive bids therefor in optional 
form on the basis of 5 per cent bonds, 
6% bends and 6tt bonds, and 
that 
the most favorable terms, all things 
considered, be accepted.

mittee is of the 
opinion 
that 
any 


offer 
for the 
bonds will be

subject to the approval of counsel for'

if litigation has to be had, it can be'

just what objection there is, if any,' 
to the legality of our bond issue.

Your Committee further suggests 
that the bonds to be sold should ma-J 
ture serially, beginning 
five 
years 
after date, extending over a period to 
mature the final bond twenty years 
after the date of issue on the sched-j 
ule that will apportion in a reason-; 
able manner not only the light plant 
bonds, but other bonds which 
have 
already been authorised and issued, 
and take into consideration also the 
interest rate, a schedule of which has 
already been prepared by the under­ 
signed City Attorney, which schedule 
is attached hereto and made a part 
of this report.
